HoiiBo wuiit into comiiiitteo on the 
"Legal I'rofoa.sioiiK Bill," Mr. Cowan in 
liio chair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho tliouglit tliat 
clause 2 went further than tbe hon. iii- 
trodueor intended. It allowed a member 
of the legal profession in any other part 
of yie world to come hero without any 
residence whrttover. The provision re- 
((uiring a certificate from ti jiiilge of the 
superior court in which tbe apiilicaiit was 
called to the b.ir was inoperative because 
a judge would not give u certiliciite to a 
lawyer lie did nut kiiotr, and in England 
where tliero were so many barristers it 
would bo im])ossible for uvoiy applicant 
to comply with this re(iiiireiiieiit. The 
bill lie considered bad altogether, but 
some niiieiidiiient should be introduced. 

Mr. lliggiiis said be was willing to ac- 
cede to tbe snggeslioii, . and Would move 
an ameiidinent providing for two muntbs' 
actual residence in tbe [irovinco. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys claimed that the 
bar at present constituted would not com- 
pare in ability to tlioao who formed it ton 
years ago. He ([uotcd :i .speech in the 
Kiiglisli ciimmons wiiere it was .st.itedlhat 
not ono in hfty lawyor.s were competent 
lo act as judges. He referred to the fad 
that barristers in British Colinnbiii had 
been made au by statute. He thought the 
door should be opened so that there might 
be a greater selection. There aeeniud to 
be a dread of the incoming of Canadian 
lawyers. 

Mr. Bole said wlnle ho might bo con- 
sidered sellisli in the stand he look, yet 
le always held that when u man was sat- 
isliod in hia couacienue that he wua right 
he need not, fear What dthein might think 
f his ' actions. The hon. nicnihcr 
from Conio.x luul let the eat out, of tho 
bag — the present bill was to provide bil- 
lets for Ontario lawyors— in Ontario was 
to be found the acme of legal intelliueiice. 
It was suggested that among tbe bar of 
this province that there, waa not sulticieiit 
material fnjui which to .seleobthe coining 
judicial appointments. He thought this 
a slur on the bur of the province, fur if 
tiiu hon. moniher trom Comox freipieiiled 
the courts ho v/ould lind that tbe cases 
wore colidiicled both by judge and couii- 
sul in as intelligent a manner as that to be 
found in any court in England, Ireland or 
Scotland— or even in Onttvrio. lie did 
not think that now that gome judicial 
apiiointments were to be made that tho 
door should ho tlirown wide open lo 
Ontario lawyor.s or tliose from lOiiglimd. 
While ho was willing to follow the golden 
rule, "do unto othoia us you would thai 
they should do Bnto you," yet having 
with otliera served out the year's resi- 
dence, now necessary, he wiis not so phil- 
anthrophic as to do away with that pro- 
vision— much as he loved his Ontario 
brethren. Tboio was no hardship en- 
tailed iu this, nor had a singlo iiiRtancu of 
hardship been quoted. Ho thgught if 
this bill was piiasod it would bo a rellec- 
tion upon the legal proft^ssion of tlio pro- 
vince. Far from the bill being in the 
interests of the public he coinidered thai 
it was otherwise. Ho far aa protection 
was concerned, lie thought that aa they 
had endeavored to protect idl other pro- 
fessions, and ho himself had given notice 
of a bill to protect the »orkingnien, an 
exception should not be made of tho 
lawyers. Caniida, by a wise protection, 
was building herself up until she was now 
one of the brighteat stars in the British 
colonini crown. He certainly thought 
that tho present bill should nob pusy. It 
had frequently been before the house, and 
they certainly uuuld not lay claim to 



greater wisdom tlnin previous legislatures. 

Mr. Beaven aaid that in 1875i tho legi^l 
prufesaions act was far nioru liberal than 
the present one for it allowed any mem- 
ber of the profoaaion ontoring into prac 
tice in this province. 'J'liis was annulled 
by the legal prolessioiis net, 1S84. 

Hon. Mr. Iiobson tiiought that llio con 
tention that the luesoiit act would, allow 
the over-running of the proviiico by dis 
reputable members of tho legal professijii 
was iibsurd. After the high praise bo 
slowed ujion tho Ontario bar by tho hon 
luoiiiber for VVoatminster city, be Ihonght 
MUch^u contention was soinuwhat incon 
sistent.

London, March C — The investigation 
into the Plymouth dockyard acaiidal shows 
It comioction, directly and indirectly, of a 
largo number of persons with a system of 
awiiidliiig operations. Many of the pur- 
sons implicated are of classes far lonioved 
from those which speculators of tinware 
and junk are supposed to de.scond frtmi, 
and the methoda employed by the con- 
spirators are found to have been uf a 
sneak-thief orilor. It is learned that for 
Home time past, enoriiii;us .(luanlities oi 
tea-kettles, teapots, and other utensils, 
have boon smuggled into the government 
workshops, tin-plated and smuggled out 
again to private parties. The smuggling 
has been done through one of tlie resi- 
dences of an implicated ofliciitl, or 
through one of tbo Hliipi)ing ducks, and to 
conduct tbe businuss without detection, 
he has required the collusion of a large 
luniiber of persons both within and with 
out the yards. .Several liinninglmm linns 
are said to be implicated in tbe swinille, 
and the number uf arrests that must ne- 
eossarily follow through the exposure of 
the affair [ironiises to be appalling. Doubt- 
less an ell'urt will be made in behalf of in- 
criminated parties to suppraaa the matter, 
but it is dithcult to see how they are to be 
successful.

The notification of the Porte to Prince 
Ferdinand that his position ui BuJgaria is' 
illegal is regarded as a triumph for llusBia, 
since fr»ini the first the Czar bns endeav- 
ored to incite the aulUin to such actiuii, 
unless it shall transpire that there is in 
existence and agreement between England 
and Austria that Turkey shall not be held 
reponsiblo for her repudiation of Prince 
Ferduiaud's pretensioos. Austria will 
certainly resent this new move and at the 
same time must insist on a full disclosure 
of the Russian programme before pas- 
sively permitting Ferdinand to bo ousted. 
It is true that Austria has lieraelf ad- 
mitted Ferdinand's presence in Bnlgaria 
ia illegal, but she haa not gone so far as to 
commit heaelf to his expulsion.

WiNNU'EO, March 2.— There waa tho 
wildcat excitement in tho Manitoba logia- 
lature thisafbornoon wlioii Premier Gi-een- 
way rose and said tho uk tion which ho 
was about to make, and the explanation 
to bo given for the passage of the same, 
would cftuae eonaiderable aurpriso to mem- 
bers of the house. The premier then said 
that .to-day, propdiiitiona had been received 
from Ottawa for the opening of nogotia- 
tiona for a settlement of all grievances 
existing between tho federal and provin- 
cial governments. In conclusion he moved 
that the house adjourn for two weeks, in 
order to allow the°govominent to enter 
into nogotiationa. Attorney-General Mar- 
tin seconded the resolution, and it waa 
agreed to by a unanimous vote. Green- 
way expressed himself in harmony with 
the passage of tho resolution. 

The conservativo aide of the local house 
ia completely demoralized, and only nine 
members ooaupied aeats in opposition. It 
ia believed the Red River valley railroad 
will be built thia summer, and may atill 
hove to be built againat the wishea of the 
Dominion goyernment. At the aame time 
the wpirk will bo'peaoi^tiblydotie. Lawful 
moasurea are by no means exhausted. It 
is c|uite probable that they never will be 
until the road ia completed and in opera- 
tion.

Its provisions 
wore not Bucccaafully impugned on tlie 
floors of tho house, and no good reaaoii 
Bounis to us to have been K'ven why it 
sliouUl not [laas, Cluas loi{ishitioii is a 
thiiii; of tho past in British Coluinhia, 
iiad tho muinbeia of tho House who 
ussentud to tho spirit of tho bill on its 
aocoud reading followed their convictions 
to the elose, they would have stood much 
higher in the estimation of the electors. 
We believe a more sweeping bill will ulti- 
mately be passed. No one section of the 
community has a right to a monopoly 
in any line of business. 



HKITISH COLUMBIA ABROAD. 



We have received the Jinirml of the 
Sodetij of A rls, containing tho splendid 
paper of Agout-Cjei.oral Beeton on British 
Columbia. Historically, it is .i valuable 
contribution, while it would seun; that im 
detail rGs])ecting the reaourcea of the 
Province had been neglected. Coal, 
gold, tisherioa, furs and skins, Indians, 
tiiiibur, fruit rai.-iing, education, the 
Canadian Pacific railway, all aro given 
lengthy notice, while each section of the 
Province is dealt with in its turn. A 
map accompanies the article. In the 
subsequent discussion Mr. McLean led 
off in a very ablo inaunor, while Mr. J. H. 
Collins, who it will be remembered wiia 
interviewed at length by the Colonist dur- 
^ ing hia visit here last year, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

He had jiiat returned from British Col- 
umbia, luul could corroborate a great deal 
of what had been said. He waa in Vale 
on the 5th November, and saw wild straw- 
berries ripe and tit to eat. lie went 
specially to inquire into tho mining re- 
sources of tho country, and to that point 
ho would contiiio himself. There was a 
great deal of rich alluvial soil in the 
neighborhood of tne Fraser River, but 
very little had yet been worked, :uid in 
fact, the main area of the country liad not 
been at all explored; and the reasons wore 
easily understood. In the first place it 
was an immense country, with a very 
small population, two-thirds of whom 
were gathered in five or six spots, and 
you might sometimes travel hundreds of 
miles without seeing a human habitation. 
Then, although the climate waa good, it 
was not 80 suitable for exploring work as 

. that of Arizona, Southern California, and 
- New Mexico, where you could lie out in the 
open air a great part of the year. 1 n Brit- 
ish Columbia there were sharp frosts in the 
winter and heavy rains occasionally, which 
made it difficult to get about. Then, the 
climate being humid, there waa a thick 
coating of vegetJition, which hid the rock 
beneath, besides wliich, in many places 
there wore thick beds of detrital deposits 
covering the solid rock. For these rea- 
BoiiB vein mining had nofc. made much pro- 
gross, and such as had been done had not 
been very successful. It was on a very small 
scale to begin with, and what had been 
done had been carried on by men who 
knew nothing whatever about vein min- 
ing, they know how to dig a pit, and how 
to wash gmvels, but not how to work a 
vein when they canie aqross one, uor how 
to treat the ore wHen they"'got it. The 

, ore also of the upper portions of tho vein 
. , was of a more refractory nature than 

• further south, much loss of it being free 
milling, and it rcciuired all the resource, 
of tho metallurgist to bring it into a jiro- 
titablo state. It could be done, but it re- 
([uirod .special skill and combined effort. 
But now British Columbia, instead of 
being far beyond the ken of al- 
most everybody interested in min- 
ing, waa within twelve or fourteen 
days of London ; a man could go there 
and bring back an account of what ho liad 
soon, and many were doing so, and he 
had no doubt that in tho next few years 
there would bo a very largo dovolopmont 
of vein mining by means of British capi 
tal. It might b'e.)uked why the people 
already there '^id niot' engage in it. In tho 
first place they had very little capital, and 
what they had could be invested in other 
ways to produce as good a return, and 
with less risk, English capitalists found 
mining pay, however, and before long no 
doubt they would engage largely in it. 
Bight on the Rooky Mountains there was 
a large tract set apart by the Dominion 
Government as a national park, and at 
one end of tliia there wore 8(jme very line 
coal niinos. One had three thick seama of 
what was called anthracite, and tlumgh it 
was not exactly that, it was of very good 
quality, and could be readily lold 
in San Franpisco. A little further on 
there were highly promising regions whoro 
load, somo of it ncli in silver and copper, 
had been discovered, and just over tho 
BUiiirnit of tho Solkirks, at lUocillowaot, 
there was a large mountain wluiro, during 
the last Benson, sovoral veins were opened 
sufficient to show that it contained very 
rich ore. From three of those little 
mines 350 tons of oro were sent away to 
^ smelt«d in the Uiiited Stat«i, and the 



average yield was nearly 100 ouuoob of 
silver per ton. Therd were other regions 
lying a little off the main line.in the Nico- 
la valley, in tho Similkarneon district, and 
in Vanebuvor Island, which would pro - 
bably bo opened this year, and tlio pro- 
'^roBS would bo niucli moro rapid if branch 
ndlways were conatructed. . Tlioro wore 
also several promiaing mines m the I' raser 
river, and not only mines but beiichoB of 
alluvial gravel on tho sides of the Fraser 
valley from thirty to ono hundred and 
fifty feet above the river bed. Thoy were 
portions of tho old beds of lakes formerly 
existing there, and every one con- 
tained gold, ho Ijolieved, in paying 
ipuintities. They could not be 
worked by three or four men with 
a pick and a cradle, but if the appliances 
so well known in California for working 
largo quantities of gravel wero used, tho 
gold from that valley would turn out to 
1)0 many times- in excess of all tlmt Imd 
been got out up to tlie present, In every 
jilace ho visited iie had a.i.iiplea of ore 
ill-ought to him, copjior, load, !;ilver, gold, 
and iron, and in all cases tho cry waa that 
they did not kniw how to open the mines, 
or what to do with the ores. 'I'liey had 
all to be sent away to the States to bo 
smelted, and thia swallowed up all the 
piolit. The city of Victoria had offered 
'i i>remium to the lirat person who erected 
smelting works there, and so had Now 
Westminster and Vancouver. Tliere was 
a good opening, therefore, but anyone 
who tried it must know Honiethiiig of the 
businesa. When a'ailway contractors, 
storekeepers, and barbers started auch 
enterprises, it was no wonder that they 
failed. 

Mr. Granville Smith next addressed the 
Society and was followed by Dr. Edmunds 
who said he spent hia last annual holiday 
hi British Columbia, and had very fair 
opportunitiea of judging of tho hoaltliiiioss 
of tiie climate, and of the prospect of any 
man who wiia worth anything at nil niak- 
ing a comfortable home for luniaelf tliero. 
He had aeon a good deal of Canada, but 
British Columbia took his fancy immense- 
ly, the journey over tho llocky Moun- 
tains and down the Pacitic slope being one 
of tho most maguiticent to be found on 
the face of the earth. The climate was 
very different from that on the eastern 
slope; tho width before reaching tho 
ocean was much narrower, consequently 
the rivers ran more rapidly, and there 
were not the great level prairies to bo 
found on tho Atlantic side. The climate 
was mild, and very moderate in winter, 
iiuite a contrast to the e.xtreme cold you 
get on tlie eastern slopes and in the prai- 
rie country. In fact, the tomperaturo 
was very much like that of the British 
Islands. Nothing could be more bcauti 
ful than Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Neal said ho had lately been to the 
northern portions of the coast of British 
Columbia towards .\laaka, where there 
was abundance of tiah, and he found the 
tiahing industry mncli expanded. The 
dithciilty the crofters would liad in going 
there would be the distance from any 
market, and ho did not think thoy would 
bo ablo to do much except in the canning 
of sjiliuou. In some parta tishing might 
be combined with agriculture, but on the 
mainland the country was covered with 
impenetnible forests, and he thought 
before king tho timber industry would be 
one of the most flourishing in' tho coun- 



spirit, stating that at tho pr<iper time he 
Would defend the various piopusitions, 
with the exception of the reciprocity 
clause, which formed no part of the Que- 
bec conference proceedings, but was an 
expression of opinion by delegates in 
their individual capacity. The tariff re - 
solution was not a proper ono to discuss 
in the 'local legislature, and ineuibers of 
thia houBo would not be asked to en- 
dorse it. 

AnvKKTisKo in the Times only, tho 
mooting of last night in tho intoiosts of 
the coal miners could have had no other 
ending. All the spouters wero present, 
but thoy had no . audience, and tho small 
gathering was dismisaed by Mayor Grant. 
Tho eloquence of the Hon. Thomas Basil 
Uuinphreya, member for Comox, who 
waa announced to speak, has no longer 
power to "draw a crowd." It was not 
always thus. 



The following facta have been learned 
about the contents of the report of the 
department of Indian affairs; In 1863 
tho IndiauB, who wero wards of tho gov- 
ernment, ninnbered 18,181. By the cen- 
sua return jniblished in the report the 
number now is 128,000. The reserves 
have in the same time increased from 5(i 
to 1,147. In 18(i3 there wero Oa schools 
in operation, there aro now 1!)8. Tliei e 
has boon little friction excopt in Kuoto- 
nay, whoro Chief Isadoro's band rescued 
an Indian prisoner. The Indiana at P<jrt 
Simpson became disaffected and mado o 
travagant demands. A treaty was made 
with the Grow Indians by which it is 
hoped cattle stealing will be stopped. The 
expenditure during tho fiscal year ii 
§321,780, being an increase over the pre 
vious year of §3!),()S8.

The chairman, Sir Francis Dillon Bell, 
K. C. M. 0., C. B., said tho paper was 
not only interesting in itself, but. h.ad 
been the means of cHcitiiig a most valu- 
able discuasioii, dealing witli scjiiio of the 
(luostiona which lay at the very root of 
the matter, and which wero felt by both 
the old country and the new. It was only 
by such disousaions that the real diOicul- 
tios could be adequately brought out, and 
means suggested for overcoming thom. 
He proposed a hearty vote of thanks 
to Mr. Beeton for his paper. The vote 
of thanks having been carried unani- 
iiionsly, Mr. Beeton, in responding, said 
it was a very serious matter to stimulate 
emigration on the ground of gold discov- 
eries, but he sympathised with Mr. Smith's 
remarks to a certain extent, (iold was, 
of all things, the most attractive to the 
[joople of old countries, and the country 
which waa fortunate enough to possess 
gold was sure to attract a large population. 
They were quite alive to the importance 
of this matter in British Columbia, but 
desired to act cautiously. He believed 
they were on the eve of a very important 
development of quartz mining, but it 
would be wrong to be over sanguine. 
When it was once demonatrated, as he 
held it soon would be, that they had pay- 
ing quartz mines, there would bo no ditli- 
culty in getting both labour and capital. 
(Quartz mining was a jierfectly legitimate 
industry, and one of which any country 
might be proud. He was in hopes it 
would soon be establishad in British Co- 
lumbia, and when this was done, there 
could be no doubt that other industries 
would soon follow.

Tlie-Hnow storm. 

Says the Cobmbmn: The swow storm 
that visited various portions of the coast 
last week waa one of the most peculiar 
ever experienced. It w.is not general, 
but seemed to strike points along the 
coast at wide intervals, some places very 
U^htly, and at others the heaviest of the 
winter, Capt. Boeers says when ho left 
Nanaimo on Thursday it was snowing, but 
on reaching Hornby Tahind the weather 
was clear, while at Comox a heavy storm 
waa in progress. The farmers in rear of 
Comox were ploughing on Wednesday, 
and were siimeis hat surprised on Tiiurs- 
day morning to tind 7 inches of snow on 
the ground. It continued snowing all 
day, and when the storm ceased it was 
found 24 inches had fallen, tho greatest 
fall recorded there. \\'lieii the Uunsiiuiir 
loft Comox there wore 7 inches of an»w 
on the wharf, and when passing Uomby 
Island and Basin Sound no snow was 
noticeable.

The main building consists of a square 
wooden tower 60 ' feet high from tho 
ground to tho vane on the lantern, with 
keeper's dwelling attached ; it is painted 
white, with tho iron lantern which aur- 
niouiita the towtr led. 

T.be light should not be approached 
within a mile and a half from northerly or 
westerly directions to avoid the daiigorous 
ground in that locality.

Where is that v policeman that I've been 
asking for BO long ?" 

These words fell from the li[)s of a cus- 
tom house otUcor yesterday, and were 
directed at one of the many idlers and 
curious people who block up the gang 
way of tho Sound steamers every day.
